The Story ef Pompeii. 

Most people know that Pompeii was buried 
by a velcanic eruption A. D. 79, and that, 
long centuries after, certain exbumations 
were made leading to archeological discov- 
eries surpassing for interest any of which 
the modern world has record.

‘revolution of 1860 more has been learned of 
the unfortanate city then perhaps had sc- 
cumulated during all the preceding years 
since the catastrophe.

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the known causes of fires, impresses-a belief 
that although carelessness of occupants,

‘ing. Such was the conclusion of: the 
long and scientific investigation into the 
origin of the burning, of a bonded ware- 
ied anak millions: -of dollar’ worth 
' of whisky in Philadelphia during last Sum- 
mer. Though current theories had assigned 
other canses, such, as escape of illuminating 
gas and the presence of the vapor of whis- 
ky, it was eventaally ascertained that there 
had been previously partial breakdown 
under the accumulation of storage, and the 
liquor from broken casks finding its way to 
the cellar, ignited there from the boiler fires. 
The downfall of. a building constructed too 
‘slenderly for the strain imposed upon it al- 
inost invatiably results in a fire, and itis 
possible that in. some instances where the 
cause of fire yet remains unknown an unob- 
served subsidence of floors or walls may have 
immediately preceded the conflagration. 

A. cornice. of wood, where the rest of a 
building is of comparatively incombustible 
materials, occasions an exposure’ that no 
considerations of economy can justify. In a
